Minister  of  Lands.  \  '  1  Waterworks  District  is 
an  improvement  district  under  the  “  Water  Act  ” 
and  was  constituted  by  Letters  Patent  issued  on  the 
nineteenth  day  of  August,  1930 : 

And  whereas  section  179  of  the  “  Water  Act  ” 
empowers  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  to 
recall  the  Letters  Patent  of  any  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  and  to  issue  in  their  place  other  Letters 
Patent : 

And  whereas  the  Cranberry  Waterworks  District 
has  petitioned  for  the  variation  of  its  Letters 
Patent  and  has  complied  with  the  requirements  of 
the  “  Water  Act  ”  in  that  regard  : 

And  whereas  the  Minister  of  Lands  has  recom¬ 
mended  the  issuance  of  these  Letters  Patent : 

And  whereas  We  have  thought  fit,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  Our  Executive  Council, 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  powers  and  authorities 
contained  in  the  said  “  Water  Act,”  and  of  all  other 
powers  and  authorities  in  that  behalf  enabling,  to 
recall  the  Letters  Patent  of  the  Cranberry  Water¬ 
works  District  and  to  issue  in  their  place  these 
Letters  Patent 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim  that : — 

1.  The  Cranberry  Waterworks  District  incorpo¬ 
rated  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  August,  1930,  shall 
continue  in  being. 

2.  The  territorial  limits  of  the  said  Cranberry 
Waterworks  District  comprises  the  following  lands, 
namely:  District  Lots  5220,  5304,  and  5305,  Lots 
A  and  F  of  District  Lot  3125,  and  Lots  A  and  B  of 
District  Lot  5200,  all  in  New  Westminster  District. 

3.  The  objects  of  tin1  said  Cranberry  Waterworks 
District  are  the  acquisition  and  operation  of  li¬ 
cences  and  works  for  the  storage,  diversion,  and  use 
of  water  for  waterworks  purpose,  and  for  generating 
power,  and  for  the  distribution,  delivery,  and  sale 
of  electric  energy,  and  for  such  incidental  purposes 
as  are  authorized  by  the  licences  the  district  may 
acquire. 

4.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said  Cran¬ 
berry  Waterworks  District. 

5.  There  shall  he  no  obligation  upon  the  said 
Cranberry  Waterworks  District  to  provide  any 
point  of  delivery  or  connection  to  any  land  or 
premises  for  the  delivery  of  water  or  electric  energy. 
The  Trustees  may,  however,  provide  a  point  or 
points  of  delivery  or  connection  to  any  land  or 
premises  if  the  owner  makes  written  application 
therefor  and  pays  to  the  district  as  a  bonus  such 
sum  as  the  Trustees  may  consider  just  and  reason- 
aide.  The  owners  of  lands  and  premises  to  which 
points  of  delivery  are  provided  shall  provide  the 
works  required  to  carry  the  water  or  electric  energy 
from  the  points  of  delivery  to  the  places  of  use. 

O.  Section  188  of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  shall  not 
apply  to  the  said  Cranberry  Waterworks  District, 
and  the  following  shall  apply : — 
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“  Tin1  only  persons  qualified  to  lie  nominated  and 
elected  and  to  hold  the  ollice  of  Trustee  of  the  Cran¬ 
berry  Waterworks  District  shall  be  such  as  are 
British  subjects  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years 
and  are  owners  of  land  within  the  territorial  limits, 
and  are  not  of  Chinese.  Japanese,  or  other  Asiatic 
or  Indian  race,  and  are  not  indebted  to  the  said  dis¬ 
trict  in  respect  of  any  taxes,  tolls,  or  other  charges 
which  have  been  owing  for  twelve  months  or 
longer.” 

7.  Sections  197  to  200  and  210  to  213,  inclusive, 
and  Schedule  1?  of  the  “Water  Act  ’  shall  not 
apply  to  the  said  Cranberry  Waterworks  District, 
and  the  following  shall  apply: — 

“  An  annual  general  meeting  of  the  owners  of 
land  within  the  Cranberry  Waterworks  District 
shall  be  called  by  the  Trustees,  and  shall  be  held 
between  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and  the  fifteenth 
day  of  April  at  a  place  within  or  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  district,  for  the  following  purposes: — 

"(a.)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report  on 
condition  of  the  works  and  a  statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  district : 

“(b.)  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  matter 
relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of  the 
district  : 

“(c.)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees  for 
the  ensuing  year: 

“(rf. )  To  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees, 
and  to  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one 
whose  term  of  office  expires  coincident 
with  the  holding  of  such  annual  general 
meeting. 

“  A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 
Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies 
among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of  discuss¬ 
ing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters  relating 
to  the  works  or  finances  of  the  district  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a 
general  meeting. 

“  At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  he  given  by  notices  posted  up  in  at 
least  three  conspicuous  public  places  in  the  dis¬ 
trict.  The  said  notices  may  be  in  Form  4  of 
Schedule  A  of  the  ‘  Water  Act.’ 

“  The  owners  present  at  a  general  meeting  shall 
choose  a  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  meeting. 

“  Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  only  persons 
who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  general  meeting 
shall  be  such  as  are  British  subjects  and  twenty-one 
years  of  age  and  not  of  Chinese,  Japanese,  or  other 
Asiatic  or  Indian  race,  and  whose  names  are 
entered  in  the  current  assessment  roll  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  as  owners  of  land.  No  person  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  vote  at  any  general  meeting  while  there 
are  owing  to  the  district  in  respect  of  any  lands 
held  by  him  any  taxes,  tolls,  or  other  charges  other 
than  those  levied,  fixed,  or  charged  within  twelve 
months  of  the  date  of  the  general  meeting.  One 
only  of  joint  owners  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  in 
respect  of  the  same  parcel  of  land,  and  in  case  of 
dispute  the  Chairman  of  the  general  meeting  shall 
have  authority  to  determine  which  joint  owner  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote.  Any  person  claiming  to  be  the 
registered  owner  of  land  in  the  district,  but  whose 
name  is  not  entered  in  the  current  assessment  roll,
